Australia — New South Wales — Sidney and suburbs. — Month of 
September, 1903. Population, 508,510. Total number of deaths, 456, 
including diphtheria, 7; enteric fever, 1; scarlet fever, 2; whooping 
cough, 5, and 46 from tuberculosis. 

Three months ended September 30, 1903. Total number of deaths, 
1,476, including 225 from contagious diseases. 

Austria — Brunn. — Month of September, 1903. Estimated popula- 
tion, 95,342. Total number of deaths, 210, including diphtheria, 2; 
enteric fever, 2; scarlet fever, 3; whooping cough, 1, and 46 from 
tuberculosis. 

Canada — British Columbia. — Vancouver, month of October, 1903, 
estimated population, 29,000; no deaths reported. 

Victoria, month of October, 1903, estimated population, 21,000. 
Total number of deaths, 16, including 1 from enteric fever. 
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Chile — Antofagasta. — Month of September, 1903, estimated popu- 
lation, 16,000. Total number of deaths, 71, including smallpox, 23, 
and 4 from tuberculosis. 

France— Marseille.— Month of October, 1903. Population, 491,161. 
Total number of deaths, 823, including diphtheria 4, enteric fever 18, 
measles 1, scarlet fever 1, smallpox 21, whooping cough 3, and 77 
from tuberculosis. 

Germany — Baden. — Freiburg. — Three months ended September 30, 
1903. Estimated population, 90,106. Total number of deaths, 460, 
including diphtheria 1, scarlet fever 1, whooping cough 21, and 58 
from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended November 
7, 1903, correspond to an annual rate of 16.2 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 15,075,011. 

London. — One thousand four hundred and twenty-six deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 15, scarlet fever 13, 
diphtheria 18, whooping cough 11, enteric fever 18, and diarrhea 53. 
The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 16.1 per 
1,000. In Greater London 1,884 deaths were registered. In the 
"outer ring" the deaths included 2 from diphtheria, 4 from scarlet 
fever, and 1 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended November 7, 1903, in the 21 princi- 
pal town districts of Ireland was 18.7 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,093,289. The lowest rate was recorded in Bal- 
lymena and Sligo, viz, 0, and the highest in Kilkenny, viz, 49.1 per 
1,000. In Dublin and suburbs 166 deaths were registered, including 
enteric fever 1 and 36 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended November 7, 1903, correspond to an annual rate of 15.8 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,702,912. The 
lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Dundee and Greenock, viz, 
12.8, and the highest in Perth, viz, 23.2 per 1,000. The aggregate 
number of deaths registered from all causes was 516, including diph- 
theria 6, measles 19, scarlet fever 5, and 6 from whooping cough. 

Hawaiian Islands— Honolulu. — Month of October, 1903. Census 
population, 39,306. Total number of deaths, 50, including 5 from 
tuberculosis. 

Jamaica. — Two weeks ended October 31, 1903. Estimated popula- 
tion, 755,730. Number of deaths not reported. One death from 
enteric fever and 1 from whooping cough reported. 

Kingston. — Month of October, 1903. Estimated population, 52,475. 
Total number of deaths, 149, including enteric fever, 3; whooping 
cough, 5, and 14 from tuberculosis.
